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On trial for 
murder 

Brian Malley in court to 
answer charge of 
premeditated murder

The bombing murder trial of a man charged 
with the premeditated slaying of 23-year-old Vicki 
Shachtay in her Innisfail home in November 2011 is 
continuing in Red Deer Court of Queen’s Bench this 
week. 

Brian Malley, 57, faces a charge of first-degree 
murder. 

The first five days of the Crown’s case against 
Malley ended last week with the eight-woman, five- 
man jury shown a video of the accused being inter¬ 
viewed by RCMP Sgt. Daniel Murray McCullum 
inside the Innisfail RCMP detachment on the day of 
his arrest on May 25, 2012. 

After McCullum details the mounting evidence 
police collected against him, Miilley, admitting his 
primary concern was imminent incarceration, was 
told by the police officer, “This has got to be a bad 
day in this man’s life. This is like a tidal wave.” 

Malley, Shachtay’s former financial advisor, was 
changed with first-degree murder that day and has 
pleaded not guilty to the charge. 

Shachtay died instantly when the bomb, which had 
been left on the doorstep of her residence disguised 
as a Christmas present, exploded when she opened 
it as she sat in front of the kitchen table in the home. 

Malley’s jury trial before Justice Kirk Sisson got 
underway on Jan. 19 and is scheduled for seven 
weeks. 

In his opening remarks to the jury, prosecutor 
Anders Quist said the Crown intended to prove that 
Malley constructed the bomb that killed Shachtay. 

Quist said Malley had lost hundreds of thousands 
of dollars given to him by Shachtay as investment 
capital. 

“He was going into debt to keep her going. He 
killed her to cut his losses," QuLst told the jury. 

The money was proceeds of an insurance settle¬ 
ment Shachtay received following a 2004 car crash 
that had left her a quadriplegic. 

Bob Aloneissi, Malley’s lawyer, told the jury his 
client is not responsible for the killing and does not 
know who is. 

Last Friday, the jury was shown an RCMP video 
shot inside the Shachtay residence on the day of the 
explosion. 

Filmed by Sgt. Devin Bruce Hamblin with the 
Calgary RCMP police forensic identification section, 
the video shows Shachtay slumped in her electric 
wheelchair, a large pool of blood on the carpeted 
floor next to her body. Her left arm is tumging down 
at her side. 

Blood and gunpowder bum marks can be seen on 
nearby walls and on the ceiling above Shachtay’s 
body. 

The video also shows debris scattered throughout 
the kitchen and living room including wrapping

paper, a smashed kitchen table, pieces of wire, metal 
piping, bits of plastic and clothing. A small silver 
Christmas tree is perched on a small table near the 
front door and a Christmas stocking is hanging on a 
doorknob, feet from Shachtay’s body. 

A second video shot by Hamblin was also shown 
during Friday’s session. This one, shot on May 25, 
2012, details a police search of Malley’s Innisfail 
home and property. 

In the video police are seen searching a gun locker 
which contains a number of rifles or shot guns. Police 
seized several items from the house, including a 454- 
gram container of gunpowder, a number of small 


light bulbs in packaging, an unused vacuum bag, and 
a light switch with the price tag still attached. 

Also hist Friday, jurors were shown portions 
of a police video of Malley being interviewed by 
McCullum. 

In the interview, McCullum asks Malley “How are 
you feeling?" 

Malley replies, “Sick." 

McCullum then tells Malley that his home and 
property are being searched and that police forensic 
units have recovered a great deal of evidence from 
the bomb scene.

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Witness confronted 
by two individuals 
on rural property

An area resident may have thwarted a burglary 
during a confrontation at a rural property about eight 
kilometres east of Didsbury recently. 

Didsbury Rt'MP received a report from a man living 
on Rge. Rd. 10 near Highway 582 that he confronted 
two individuals, one in a vehicle and the other who 
made it inside a home located on the multi-residential 
lot he lives on around 10:35 a.m. on Jan. 15. 

The resident said he noticed a purple Audi drive 
up and stop on the property. He told police he saw a 
woman get out of the vehicle and approach another 
residence on the property. The witness later told 
police he observed a man behind the wheel of the 
car who appeared to be extremely nervous and was 
checking his mirrors. 

At that point, the witness reported to police, he 
went outside his home and talked to the driver, who 
claimed a friend was in a nearby ditch and the pair 
was looking for a shovel for their friend.

that’s why we decided to 
(support) it. So far, it’s 
been going well. You like 
to go with a cause that’s 
beneficial," he said. 

One of the other con¬ 
cerns that Poirier had 
was that this might take 
away business from the 
other thrift shops in 
town, but once he was 
satisfied that it wouldn’t 
- and the bin is support¬ 
ing a good cause - he 
agreed to allow the bin 
on a six-month trial 
basis. 

Clothing for a Cause 
was started in 2005 
by Elisa Humphreys 
in Calgary. After own¬ 
ing a thrift store and 
occasionally donating a 
day’s sales to Haiti Arise 
Ministries, a non-profit 
humanitarian organiza¬ 
tion that assists people 
in Haiti, Humphreys 
started Clothing for a 
Cause to directly sup¬ 
port Haiti Arise. 

Haiti Arise was found¬ 
ed by a Calgary man 
to aid residents of his 
former homeland. Marc 
Honarat started Haiti 
Arise after being spon¬ 
sored by a Calgary fam¬ 
ily to attend primary and 
secondary school and 
then university. A for¬ 
mer child labourer who 
was rescued from that 
life through the support 
of his Calgary sponsors. 


international recyclers 
who pay Clothing for a 
Cause by the pound for 
the clothing shipped. 
All profits are then fun¬ 
nelled to Haiti Arise 
Ministries, which sup¬ 
ports Haitian students 
as they further their 
education. Since one of 
the supported students 
was recently arrest¬ 
ed by Haitian police, 
Clothing for a Cause 
is also raising funds to 
help open a legal aid 
clinic. 

For those who get 
arrested and have no 
means to hire a lawyer, 
they can languish in jail 
for years, Fluder said. 

“We visited one of the 
jails down there. One 
of the students that we 
sponsor was arrested, 
and in Haiti you can get 
arrested because you 
look like you’ll commit a 
crime and if you get put 
in jail there’s no (defence 
counsel). You might be 
in (jail) for years with¬ 
out being convicted or 
know why (an arrest was 
made),” Fluder said. 


Honorat graduated with 
a degree, Fluder said, 
before starting Haiti 
Arise in Calgary as a way 
to support people in his 
former homeland. 

“Right now we have 
clothing donation bins 
all around the Calgary 
area and we’re expand¬ 
ing north. We have one in 
Innisfail, Olds and now 
we have one in Didsbury 
too,” Fluder said. 

Each of the bins that 
Clothing for a Cause 
places at various loca¬ 
tions accepts textiles of 
all types, pillows, blan¬ 
kets, sheets, comforters, 
towels, stuffed animals, 
curtains, sewing fabrics, 
paired shoes, purses 
and backpacks. If the 
items are stained, they 
can still be put into the 
bin. Stained items will 
be shredded and can be 
re-woven into new prod¬ 
ucts. 

Clothing for a Cause 
uses private drivers to 
collect its donations, 
unlike many other simi¬ 
lar groups who use con¬ 
tracted drivers. 

“We’re able to take 
really good care of our 
bins, and we’re able to 
have really good connec¬ 
tions with the property 
managers and property 
owners," Fluder said. 

Fluder said all dona¬ 
tions are shipped to 
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AG Foods is helping 
support Haitian stu¬ 
dents through a clothing 
bin that was placed in 
the parking lot in mid- 
December 2014. 

The local store was 
contacted by Clothing 
for a Cause, a Calgary- 
based organization that 
assists Haiti Arise, a 
charity working in the 
impoverished country to 
support various needs of 
residents there. 

“(Manager) Greg 
(Poirier) at AG Foods 
is just great. He let us 
put one in as soon as 
we asked,” said Lauren 
Fluder of Clothing for a 
Cause. 

After doing some 
research about the 
group, Poirier agreed to 
put the bin in the parking 
lot after being assured 
that the area surround¬ 
ing the bin wouldn’t 
become a mess. A similar 
bin was removed from 
the AG grounds about 
five years ago because 
it wasn’t kept in a clean 
state, Poirier said. 

“They promised me 
they would have peo¬ 
ple coming out twice a 
week to make sure that 
the area was kept up to 
standard. It’s going to 
a worthwhile group, so

Shootings 
cry out for 
government 
action

Albertans are reacting with 
shock and disbelief at yet 
another murderous rampage 
by a gun-toting criminal, this 
time involving the fatal shoot¬ 
ing of RCMP Const. David 
Wynn and the wounding of a 
second officer at a St. Albert 
casino on Jan. 17. 

Wynn, 42, was shot by 
Shawn Maxwell Rehn, a 
violent offender with more 
than 100 convictions on his 
lamentable criminal record. 
The five-year RCMP veteran 
died Wednesday after being 
removed from life support. 

Wynn’s murder comes only a few weeks after 
another criminal armed with an illegal firearm mur¬ 
dered eight innocent people in the provincial capital. 

So, for the second time in a month, Alberta Premier 
Jim Prentice has been called to express the condo¬ 
lences of all Albertans to the families of gun violence 
victims. 

“May his (Wynn’s) family and friends gather 
strength and find solace in the outpouring of sup¬ 
port from citizens across our province and across 
our country, as together we grieve for our fallen 
Canadian hero,” said Prentice. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper said, “On behalf of 
all Canadians, Laureen and I offer our deepest condo¬ 
lences to the family, friends and colleagues of RCMP 
Const. David Wynn who died in the line of duty.” 

While West Central Alberta residents join Prentice 
and Harper in expressing shock and outrage at 
Wynn’s death, the public is also calling for answers 
about how such an act of unspeakable violence could 
take place in the first place. 

In particular, why was Rehn walking free? Where 
and how did he get his hands on a gun? Were police 
adequately forewarned about the possible danger 
they were facing when they confronted Rehn? Why 
wasn’t Rehn wearing an electronic monitoring brace¬ 
let so police could track his every move? 

Following the St. Albert shootings, Alberta Justice 
Minister Jonathan Denis commended the police 
officers that day in and day out are facing off against 
violent offenders, many of them armed with illegal 
firearms. 

“I commend the RCMP and all law enforcement 
agencies for their commitment to keeping our com¬ 
munities safe around the clock,” said Denis. “Each 
and every day courageous men and women put 
themselves at risk to protect our communities, our 
province and our country, and 1 stand with them.” 

Denis is right to recognize and thank the police 
officers facing potentially deadly risks and dangers 
to protect Albertans. 

At the same time the calls for concrete action to 
reverse the troubling trend of armed criminals being 
allowed to walk free in Alberta are growing louder 
and louder with every new shooting outrage. 

Perhaps it’s time the Prentice government calls a 
public inquiry into the gun violence now plaguing 
this province?

Political cooperation needed in Alberta

Dire warnings from the premier 
signal tough times are on their 
way and Albertans can only shake 
their heads at the familiarity of 
the message. Volatility in the oil 
and gas sector is hardly a surprise: 
the extent of revenue dependence 
on this sector has been flagged 
for over four decades and yet 
we have hardly moved on the 
road to diversification that Peter 
Lougheed had hoped for. 

It is abundantly clear that the 
Wildrose party was not what 
Albertans wanted. So what do they 
want? The people of Alberta are 
hungry for a party with the imagina¬ 
tion and the courage to face up to 
tough times without throwing the 
poor, the sick and the elderly under 
the bus, whenever the economy is 
struggling.

Let us hope that the non-con¬ 
servative parties will be able to 
mount robust opposition to give 
voice to the millions of Albertans 
who seek an alternative to the 
conservative view of the world. 

Sadly, our winner-takes-all sys¬ 
tem provides no incentive for elec¬ 
toral cooperation. Nevertheless, I 
hope they will find a way to rise 
above the interests of their par¬ 
ties and the personal ambitions of 
their leaders to spare us another 
four decades of Conservative rule.

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Moose chased out of town by wildlife officers

A cow moose and her two calves 
were successfully chased out of 
town by Fish and Wildlife officers 
on the morning of Jan. 22 after 
residents reported to RCMP seeing 
the three animals on the west side 
of town. 

Wildlife officers were called in to 
deal with the animals because they 
posed a potential danger to resi¬ 
dents and pets, said Adam Mirus, 
one of the officers involved in the 
incident. 


“When we arrived in town, they 
weren’t in the area where they were 
last seen. They were located about 
15 minutes after we got there and 
they were found to be near the Tim 
Hortons, right next to the residen¬ 
tial area. We used rubber bullets 
and beanbag bullets to herd and 
chase them out of town,” he said. 

Ron Campbell, who photographed 
the trio in his yard on 22 Avenue, 
said the moose were there for about 
an hour. Campbell said he’s seen 
moose in the area many times in the 
past and wasn't fazed by their pres¬ 
ence. He said he enjoys watching 


animals out and about. This was the 
first time wild animals made them¬ 
selves at home in his yard, though. 

“They were wandering around and 
then laid down in the garden," he 
said. 

Mirus said officers determined 
that because the moose were locat¬ 
ed so close to the edge of town, 
rubber bullets and beanbag bullets 
would be the best method of relo¬ 
cating the animals, rather than tran¬ 
quillizing them and removing them 
to a more remote location. 

“That’s the easiest process to 
get (them) out of town. There are 


options like immobilization, but the 
problem there is you’re dealing with 
three animals and you have to drug 
each one of them, and be able to 
move each one of them, and also 
be able to help them recover from 
the immobilization drug. So it’s just 
easier for us to get them out of 
town with the rubber bullets,” he 
said. 

Mirus said the animals also caused 
a public safety hazard. Dogs often 
bark and chase moose and some¬ 
times dogs are seriously injured or 
killed when confronting wildlife.

“Quite often in the 
past, we’ve had children 
approaching the moose, 
and of course the cow 
moose will get pretty 
upset about anybody 
going near her calves. In 
the past, we’ve had kids 
throw rocks at them ... 
and just get way too close. 
Obviously we don’t want 
anybody harmed, so that's 
why we get them out of 
town,” he said. 

Mims said one of the rea¬ 
sons moose wander into 
town is to feast on orna¬ 
mental trees. Typically, 
they arrive under the cover 
of darkness and leave in 
the morning, but if a dog or 
person surprises a young¬ 
er moose, the mother will 
stay to protect her young. 

It’s extremely common 
to get called into Didsbury 
and Simdre to deal with 
moose, he said. 

“It seems to be every 
two, three years in 
Didsbury, we get these 
kind of calls where we get 
moose in there. When we 
do see them we try and 
coax them out of town so 
they don’t get too comfort¬ 
able with people,” he said.

The witness said he con¬ 
fronted the woman, but 
she didn’t reply. She then 
walked past the witness 
uttering a profanity before 
hitting one of the windows 
on the w ay out of the resi¬ 
dence, he reported. 

As the woman left the 
residence, the witness 
said the driver had got¬ 
ten out of the vehicle and 
appeared to be holding a 
weapon. Seeing the weap¬ 
on, the witness backed off 
and the two suspects got 
in the Audi and drove off. 

RCMP said because the 
vehicle was parked on an 
angle, a licence plate wasn't 
obtained.

Murder trial

“It left more evidence 
than you can imagine,” 

McCullum says. 

He then asks Malley 
what his “biggest con¬ 
cern is sitting in this 
police station today?” 

Malley replies, “Going 


home tonight. I don’t 
think I’m going home 
tonight.” 

It was at this point that 
McCullum countered, 
“This has got to be a 
bad day in this man’s life. 
This is like a tidal wave." 

Malley made no com¬ 
ment to that remark. 

McCullum then tells 


Malley that the bomb¬ 
ing was a “target specific 
attack” on the woman. 

“This is a disaster,” 
Malley says. 

“Yes, this is a disaster,” 
McCullum says. 

Wearing a blue suit, shirt, 
tie and dress pants, Malley 
spoke to his lawyer, took 
notes and appeared to be 
watching the proceed¬ 
ings intently during last 
Friday’s court session. 

On Thursday, 

Shachtay’s caregiver, 
Marlene Punongbayan, 
reportedly testified she 
told Shachtay not to open 
the package when it was 
found on the doorstep. 

Punongbayan ran from 
the residence follow¬ 
ing the explosion to alert 
neighbours and police and 
was not seriously hurt. 

This week the jury is 
expected to see more 
of the police inter¬ 
view video between 
McCullum and Malley. 

As well, two RCMP 
bomb experts are also 
scheduled to testify. 

At the conclusion of 
Friday’s court session, 
prosecutor Quist told 
Justice Sisson that the 
Crown may be applying 
for a publication ban on 
the two bomb experts’ 
testimony. 

If convicted, Malley 
would face an automat¬ 
ic life sentence with no 
chance of parole for 25 
years. He is out on bail 
pending the trial out¬ 
come.
